Robinson's fnneral took place Febru- 


ary 23, and was attended by a majority 
of the leading residents of Yokohama 
and Tokio, the foreign diplomatic corps 
being well represented, S. Dun, United 
States charge de affaires, being among 
tho number. 


Hetherington is understood to have 


been removed from tho Marion to the 
United States consulate.

tost B? Nobody wiflhea to turn a woman 
from the door, bat really the frequency 
with which thia one, or her sister, ia Bent 
around by the baking; powder concern 
that employs her maken her, even if the 
cleverest of her sex, a bit tiresome. 


Then the "teats" ebe makes are so un- 


scientific, not to eay fraudulent, that 
they are Hiewiao becoming a bore. 
Here, for instance, ia one of them: A 
sample of the baking powder found in 
the kitchen visited, and which it ia in- 
tended to defame, is placed in a glass, 
mixad with a little water, and fitirred. 
Being a pure powder it foams np like a 
champagne, although the bubbles of oar* 
bonic acid gas will continue to lies for 
a long a time. The tester thtm takes a 
sample of the powder which she is try- 
ing to introduce and treats it in the aanie 
manner.

Says He Did Not Shoot at the Deputy 


District Attorney Until After 


He Was Attacked. 


To tho Editor or Tlio BcpuUlctn. 


The Expositor in yesterday's iaauo 


finds space for nearly a column article 
favorable to its client, E. F.. Bernhard, 
in my damage suit against that party, 
and I find myself called upon, in self de- 
fense, to ask apace in your paper to 
reply. I presume upon your established 
reputation for fairness in this request. I 
am at a loss for a motive for the publica- 
tion of tho article alluded to, except it be 
that District Attorney Tapper finds this 
a favorable opportunity to exhibit to the 
people of Fresno his zeal as a public 
prosecutor and his acknowledged ability 
as a lawyer, with a brief; or that Bern* 
hard, having signally failed, notwith- 
standing the powerful influence of the 
district attorney's office at his back, to 
secure my committal to the county jail 
on my second examination for my 
offense of exchanging shots with him, 
finds himself for the first time since he 
committed the cowardly assault upon 
me with the inft stand, face to face, with 
a jnry of his countrymen. 


Inasmuch as tho district attorney has 


had ample opportunity in the years gone 
bv to establish his reputation, I acquit 
him of the pardonable vanity of rgshing 
into print to show the people of Fresno 
county what a masterly brief he can 
write, especially when in defense of one 
of his deputies.

The'fire department apparatus ia.owoe 


by the city and aa the castodians of th 
city property the truateea certainly bar 
the power to employ and discharge whom 
they see fit of the salaried firemen. 


The conflict between the firemen an 


the trustees ia assuming a cbarncte 
much more favorable to tbe trustee 
than was formerly supposed. It is be 
' yond doubt that tho troeteea have con 
trol of the city property, including en 
RID OB, stock, etc. 


The foregoing statements are eUhc 


ignoranUy or willully false, for on th 
contrary the ordinances, in full fore 
anil effect, provide that the chief of th 
fire department shall have full control 
tbo Ore aparatuu of the city. How, w 
would ask, can^the chief have FULL cou 
trol, if tbe trustees have full control an 
the right to employ and discharge th 
persons who operate and handle the 
apparatoa of the city ?

Triangle saya in substance, that the al 
lorneyo! the fire department would cer 
tainly claim tbe right to discharge a man 
whom ho had employed to work on hi 
lawn.

The jury in tbe case of Annie Dunham 


agaiuet C- 0. Crawford, suit for breach of 
promise, disagreed last evening and the 
fair plaintiff will havo to make another 
attempt for the $20,000 she claims for 
damaged affections.

He Predicts a Crop Before the Seed 


Has Been Sown—Good Advice 


to Growers. 


To the Editor of Tho Hepubllcnn. 


I notice some of the papers of oar val- 


ley are beginning the same old style ol 
advertising, viz: 
Before tbo fruit is 


even set on our orchards, or the first leal 


sprouted on our vines, they begin to 


harp on tho immense crops in etoro for 
ua tbo coming eoaeon, This crop, they 
tell us, will average anywhere from 26 to 
LOO per cent above the crop ol the -past 
eoaeon. Now I protest against any such 
advertising. Is it any wonder that tbe 
eastern fruit dealers make capital out 'of 
mch statements/and boldly tell UB that 
!he enormous crop in view in our great 
valley Is enough to overstock the mar- 
kets of the world? 


I hope tbat oar Fresno county papers 
ill use Homo judgment in this direction 


during-the coming season, and that they 
wait until the actual results of oar vine- 
yards may bo approximately eatimated, 
for in my judgment the continuous brag- 
ging of our papers, setting forth tbe mag- 
nitude of onr prospective crops, tends to 
depreciate the prices of our orchard and 
vineyard products. 


Will not our county papers consider 
tbis matter, and handle it judiciously I bo 
coming season, and rather lot UB wait 
until the results from our labors uro in 
our pockets in dollals and cents, and 
then, when we arc safely out of the 
woodtt, wo may crow.

Rev, Mr. Sargeut.

How Labor aud Capital M*y be Uecou 


died by the Golden Bale. 


A Strong Address. 


There was an audience of good 


last Sunday evening at the Coogrega 
tional church to bear the liev, Ben F, 
Sargent on "Employers and Employee." 


" VVhatBoever yo would that others 


should do unto you, do ye even ao onto 
them; lor Una is the law and the 
prophets. 
This injunction giveii by 


Jesus, the golden rule, must be the 
foundation of any permanent settlemeni 
of the problem of the relations of labor 
and capital," said tbo epeaker in open- 
ing. 


Men have bean divided into employer 


and employe since the earliest times. It 
is a natural division, for some men have 
talents to plan, while others are better 
fitted to turn off larger amounts of woilc 
than others, and the planners naturally 
become tbe em ploy ere. No doubt this 
will continue always to be so. Neither 
clagBof men could take'the place of the 
other successfully. 


We are passing out of the age of steam 


into tbe age of electricity. 
AH things 


are changing, and nono more rapidly 
than tbe conditions of material life. 
Take, for instance, the matter of appren- 
ticeship. There are many of you in this 
audience who know how things used to 
be in that respect, and you know how 
they a r e now. 
• 
. . . 


It used to be that one man made the 


whole of a vehicle or utensil or machine, 
or nearly so; that every man looked for- 
ward to becoming a master workman 
and founding a shop or business of hie 
own whore he learned bis trade, or 
somewhere in the boundless unsettled 
country. The workman then pnt thought 
into hie work, he toot pride in it, re- 
ceived praise for it. But now each man it 
a great factory does but a small part, but 
one turn, on a thing. 
His work is con- 


fined to one small not. He is largely but 
n tender to a machine. And those con- 
ditions do not tend to build up an in- 
dependent manhood rs did the old. 


NOT AUAIKBT MACIIISEIIY. 


Do not misunderstand me. I am not 


against machinery. I believe in it. 1 
bellove that in the providence of God 
the lime will come when machinery will 
almoat entirely take the place of muscle. 
And wo need not bo afraid of that time if 
machinery is handled rightly, for we 
have found by experience that the more 
machines thoro are invented to do work, 
tbe more work there ia to be done. 


If we are to reach a better state of 


things, on the basis of the goldun rule, 
there must bo on tho part of employers 
soino extra thought and care, in order 
that the men may not be made mere ma- 
chines by the character of their work, 
but may be lifted up to a nobler and 
more manly state. Employers should 
have a caro for tho physical welfare of 
their workmen. 


TJIIH 18 NOT "UUB1NK6B." 


Think what incalculable misery may 


come from tho sickness, disabling or 
death of a father or mother supporting a 
family! Kmnloyetfl should look utter 
tho social and mental welfare of their 
workman. One way of doing this is to 
provide rending mutter for the noon 
hour. 


lIKltK COMK8 HKNT1MKNT. 


Itdon't.coBt much to do that—$50 a 


your will do it—and in Us effect upon the 
Impplnees and alllclency of tho workmen 
it will more than jmy the employer back. 
Tho employer lias some responsibility 
and power over the morale of his work- 
men, lie can discriminate against tho 
drinking man, the immoral man of any 
kind, when his immorality IB known. 
Ho can rofuso to employ such. He can 
mako acquaintance with his employes, 
and take a helpful interest In whatever 
;ood they am interested in. (Thespcaker 
Instanced eminent business nmn with 
hundreds of employes who did this.) 


A righteous scale of wages is an im- 


portant factor in tbo relations between 
am ploy or and employe, and may be 
made a menus of promoting that good 
will which should exist between them. 


NOT MUCH DANGttH. 


I think there ia not much danger of 


the workman getting more than his doe, 
and yet I have known of repeated ii 


icpR where employers have been at 


coat or oven loss to glvo work to tbelr 
men and support to their families. 


There are three forms of the wage sys- 


tem : Slavery, which happily has die* 
appeared from this our land; the present 
competitive wago system; and tho co- 
operative or profit sharing. 


Tho present competitive wage system 


ia in accordance with the prevailing po- 
litical economy; but unfortunately the 
present political economy has no heart. 
Lt dooa not holp men up. Tbe only 
economy which can do that is tho politi- 
cal economy embodied in tbe golden 
rule. There will, I think, always be 
wars and rumors of wars in i-dustry so 
ong us this competitive system of deter- 
mining wages lasts. 


'WOJIKMEN'H UNIONS. 


1 believe in the formation of unions by 


workmen and by employers, for pur- 
poses ol protection, education, communi- 
cation; but when they attempt to force 
each other they violate the law of God 
and can never succeed. A man has a 
right not to work for a certain sum, but 
ie bos no right to prevent others from 
working for it. 


The employer baa no more right than 


tho employe to nee force. 
I believe the true wane system is that 


of ptoflt*iharing, by wbich the.employe 
secures an Interest in tho business. It 
ias been tried in England, France, Bel- 
glum, Wales and the United States, and 
ias almoat everywhere, where honestly 
;rled and persisted in, proved a success 
n its moral influence on workman and 
on the relations between employer and 
employe. 


Employer and workman would each 


earn much by changing places; let car 
IHver and public, physician and pa* 
ient, parishonors and preacher change 
places, and each will see things in a new 
igbt. 


And BO I again hold up to yon the 


golden rule. It we would each and all 
ake it Into and apply it to our daily life 
tow greatly would human life be bet- 
tered and human harmony and happi- 
iees be increased.

Several dozen extra chairs were placed

Melchoniau lecture on Armenia and 
missionary work therein. 


The doctor ia an Armenian and wae 


educated in Philadelphia for the active 
duties of a missionary's life. lie ap- 
leared on tbe platform with his daughter, 
)otb dressed in the rich and picturesque 
Turkish costume. 


After tho opening services by the Rev. 


Dr. Do Witt MIES Melcbonian eacg in tho 
Armenian tongue the hymn, "What A 
Friend I Ha"ve in Jesus,". accompanying 
herself on tbe organ, and at the close of 
the lecture eho sang a hymn in the 
Turkish language. 


Dr. Melchonian began by colling at- 


tention to the large number of Arme- 
nians that have settled in this country, 
and showed on a large map the outlines 
and topographical features of the country 
whence they came. The Congregational 
missionaries In that country have so far 
come into contact with Armenians alone 
and with a few Greeks. They have not 
yet succeeded in making, a. Baptist con- 
vention in Turkey and nave tiot organ- 
ized a Baptist church there at all. 


Armenia was a free country about five 


hundred years ago, but it is how untttr 
the rule of three different powers, each 
of wbich' governs a part of it. Turkey 
governs a part of Armenia containing 
about a million and a half souls ; Russia

Armenia claims the undisputed-honor 


among biblical e'.uaents of being the 
cradle of tbe human race, tbe Garden of 
Eden having been in that country. The 
Euphrates, Tigris, Gehon - and Pison 
rivers, which spring from the river that 
flows through tbe Garden of Eden are in 
Armenia. So is Mount Ararat 18,000 
feet above the level of the ECS, and on 
which the ark of Noah rested after tho 
waters of the deluge had subsided. 


This mountain stands as the boundary 


between the possessions of_ the three 
governing powers of Armenia. At tho 
foot of Mount Ararat was tbo first vine- 
yard planted by Noah and where he 
dtank the first wine of his vineyard. 
Tha village that was built on the site of 
the vineyard remained until 1840, in 
which year it was destroyed by the over- 
flow from a volcano. 


The Armenians arc it very shrawd peo- 


ple, with a natural aptitude for business, 
and they have been called tbe Yankees 
ot that part of the country, and because 
ol their peaceable disposition they have 
been named also tbo Quakers of Asia. 
They are not atall a warlike people, but 
when cornered and. forced to defend 
themselves the kulfo is their favorite 
weapon. 


Tbo Armenian language is original and 


complete, and tho alphabet contains 
thirty-eight letters. It Is n language 
very easily learned. A kind of nominal 
Christianity pervades tbe country, tho 
provaUiDK religion being that of the 
Evangelical church organized by Dragor 
Illuminator, eouio ol tho ritual being 
borrowed from Urn Catholic, the Greek 
and the Russian churches. 


When tho missionaries first went to 


Turkey they thought they would only try 
to reform tbo church, for i it deed the Ar- 
menian church needs nothing but refor- 
mation, and if reformed it would bo vory 
like the Baptist church, because it has 
no other form of baptism than by im- 
mersion. The Congregational mission- 
aries have organized many Armenian 
Evangelical uhurcbesand now they havo 
25,000 converts. The Episcopalians, tho 
Baptists, tho Methodists and the Mor- 
mons havo some converts there. 
"So," added the doctor, namely, "wo 


have tried to follow your example in 
having 00 many different denominations 
of the Ohrifltian church. I don't know 
whether il is good or bad for ns, but it ia 
to be hoped that we will accept what is 
thebflBt." __,___
